Israel denies reports 
of PLO concessions

Contrary to previous reports, the 
PLO is still insisting on leaving 
behind a political office in Beirut 
and two military units within the 
framework of the Lebanese army. 
as a condition for evacuating West 
Beirut, authoritative sources said in 
Jerusalem yesterday. 

In its meeting this morning, the 
cabinet will also have to review two 
new, major stumbling blocks to 
agreement which surfaced during 
the weekend — Syria’s announced 
refusal to take in the bulk of the 
PLO forces should they evacuate 
West Beirut, and the French and 
PLO condition that the mul- 
tinational force which is to super- 
vise the PLO's withdrawal be 
“sponsored” by the UN. 

The cabinet is thought likely to 
give diplomacy at least another 
week to achieve a solution, though 
approval may be given for exerting 
some psychological and physicat 
pressures on the besieged PLO in 
West Beirut. Israel Television last 
night said that U.S. special Middle 
East envoy Philip Habib has set 
August 1 as an “informal target 
date” for completion of the PLO 
withdrawal from Beirut. 

“We are in a strong position and 


they (the PLO) are in a weak one, so 
we can afford to be patient until we 
achieve the aim of their 
withdrawal.” Ajuf (res.) Aaron 
Yariv. who has participated in the 
Beirut talks. said on Israel Televi- 
sion on Friday night. 

One cabinet minister last night 
said that fsrzel categorically re- 
jects’ the idea — proposed by the 
PLO — of installing the proposed 
multinational force as a buffer 
between the besieging IDF and 
PLO-held West Beirut. 

“Once such a buffer is in place, 
the PLO wil] resist all pressures to 
evacuate (Beirut).”” said the 
minister, who added that Israe} will 
insist the force be used only to 
oversee the PLO evacuation, 

Sources in Jerusatem said that 
{srael will not agree to withdraw the 
IDF from around Beirut until “the 
PLO is clearly boarding the boats.“ 

There is still strong suspicion in 
Israeli cabinet circles that the 
Protracted quadrijateral negotia- 
tions in Beirut — between the PLO, 
Lebanese intermediaries, Habib 
and Israeli officials — are a PLO 
ploy to buy time and that the PLO 
has already decided not lto leave 
Beirut.

Jor probleres for the IDF. First, the 
Syrians were attempting to infiltrate 
terrorists into West Beirut along 
this route. Second, they used this 
foothold to shell or otherwise 
threaten IDF forces in East Beirut 
and further south in the central sec- 
tor. 


“Third, Eitan said, the Syrians 


thought they could start a war of at- 
trition along the road. Israel had 
taken advantage of Syrian violations 
of the cease-fire to improve its posi- 
tions, he said, thus showing the 
Syrians they would only lose by- 
such actions. 

“We decided that we would do 
what we wanted (in response to the 
Syrian fire)“ he said. “if they 
opened fire, we would take a hill: If 
they took a hill, we would move in 
and take two hills, and so forth.” 

By taking the 20-kilometre 
stretch of road, the IDF solved all 
three problems at once, he con- 
cluded.

The PLO's continuing refusal 
to leave Beirut before a mul- 
tinational force is deployed 
between it and the [sraeli forces 
besieging the city, and Syria's 
refusal to accept the trapped 
PLO fighters after their 
withdrawal from the Lebanese 
capital, dominated diplomatic 
efforts over the weekend to 
defuse the crisis in Lebanon. 

According to reports from Beirut, 
little headway appears to have been 
made, despite the claim by Sa‘eb 
Salam, the former Lebanese prime 
minister and key intermediary 
between PLO chairman Yasser 
Arafat and U.S. envoy Philip Habib, 
that the PLO had agreed to drop its 
insistence on retaining a political 
and token military presence in 
Lebanon. 

In an interview with the As- 
sociated Press on Friday, Salam is 
quoted as saying that the PLO no 
longer insists on retaining such a 
presence, neither in Beirut nor 
elsewhere in Lebanon. 

The report has not yet been con- 
firmed by any independent PLO 
source and was denied last night in 
Jerusalem. (See adjoining story) 
But, if true, it would indicate that 
the PLO has dropped two of its 
three demands that Israel has so far 
rejected out of hand.

Soares: U.S. gave ‘green light’ 


BONN (AP). — Portuguese 
Socialist leader Mario Soares said 
yesterday after a trip to the Middle 
East that the Israeli invasion of 
Lebanon could not have happened 
without a ‘green light’ from 
Washington. . 

Soares, who returned Friday from 
a trip to Israel, Lebanon, Jordan, 
Syria and Egypt, went to the Middle 
East for the Socialist International, 
of which he is vice-president. 

Asked at a press conference 
about the U.S. role in the Middle 
East, Soares said “it is clear that the 
invasion could not have happened 
unless the United States gave the 
green light beforehand.” 

However, he stressed that a 
number of other factors had in- 
fluenced the Israeli decision. Soviet 


restraint, Arab division, the 
weakness of deeply divided political 
factions in Lebanon and clear 
Israeli military superiority also 
prompted the June 6 attack, Soares 
Said. 


Soares said he was convinced a 
political solution was possible in the 
present crisis, but added it should 
be one which allowed all parties to 
retreat with honour. 


He also said it was essential to 
solve the Palestinian problem by 
non-military means. He urged Israel 
to recognize the independence and 
right to self-determination of the 
Palestinian people, and said it was 
necessary for the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization in turn to 
recognize Israel's right to exist.

US. readiness to support a new 
French-backed Security Council 
resolution. 


What has become apparent is that 
France and Egypt are trying to link 
an immediate resolution to the 
fighing in Lebanon to the broader 
Palestinian question, They have told 
the Americans that the Lebanese 
problem “cannot be dealt with in the 
abstract.” 


The French ambassador at the 
UN, Luc de la Barre de Nanteuil, 
has -been telling other diplomats 
these past few weeks thal the PLO 
“must not be humiliated.” 

“You Americans and the Israelis 


are determined to destroy the 
PLO,” a French diplomat was 
quoted by U.S. sources as having 
said, “We think it is an indispen- 
sable element in a solution and must 
be saved.” 

US. officials have offered several 
explanations for the outspoken 
French support for the PLO. Some 
believe Paris is determined to reaf- 
firm its historic role in Lebanon, 
where it once was the mandatory 
power. Others believe France wants 
to win additional support in the 
Arab world, especially after the 
criticism levelled against Mitter- 
rand for visiting Israel this year. 

Another explanation, a U.S. of- 
ficial said, was that the French 
“simply believe in what they are 
doing.” In order to end the 
bloodshed, he said, the French 
believe the PLO has to be brought 
into the negotiations and the 
Palestinian question must be 
resolved.

Ment yesterday admitted defeat at 
its final meeting after failing to 
produce a comprehensive program- 
me for arms reduction and control. 

A report approved unanimously 
by the 157-nation assembly  feil 
short of goals set for the five-week 
session. 

. _ In an unusally critical statement, 
Ismat Kittani of Iraq, president of 
the session, said the document was 
Proof of the gap between what the 
People of the world want and need, 
and what their governments were 
willing to do. 

“We cannot be proud of our 
achievements here,” he said. “They 
were too few and too instantial.” 

The assembly report was 
Prepared by a committee of the 
whole membership, which worked 
until late Friday night trying to 
bridge differences. It noted that a 
Programme of action agreed by the 
first specia} session on disarmament 
in 1978 remained largely un- 
implemented, 


Some bilateral negotiations in the 
nuctear field had been initiated, the 
report said. 

“The arms race, however, in par- 
ticular the nuclear arms race, has 
assumed more dangerous propor- 
tions and global ‘military expen- 
ditures have increased sharply,” it

“In short, since the adoption of 


‘the final document in 1978, there 


has been no significant progress in 
the field of arms limitation and dis- 
armament, and the seriousness of 
the situation has increased.” 

The report referred to the vastly 
increased military budget since 1978 
and the huge and growing diversion 
of human and material resources. 

“Existing and planned military 
programmes constitute a colossal 
waste of precious resources which 
might otherwise by used to elevate 
living standards of all peoples. 
Furthermore, such waste greatly 
compounds the problems con- 
fronting developing countries in 
achieving economic and social 
development,” it said. 


Reagan says U.S. will not 
Sign Law of Sea treaty 


WASHINGTON (AP). — The U.S. 
will refuse to sign the International 
Law of the Sea Treaty because of 
objections over its provisions on 
deep sea mining, President Ronald 
Reagan announced on Friday. 

Reagan, in a statement issued 
here, said that the U.S. will con- 
tinue to participate at a “technical 
expert level” on other portions of 
the treaty, including those which 
permit free access to the high seas 
and ocean straits to international 
navigation. ᾿ 

“These decisions reflect the deep

Iraq's oil minister Qassim Ahmed 
Taqi said that the talks were hung 
up on “all the aspects” of fixing in- 
dividual members’ allocation. 

At the centre of the debate is 
price cutting and overproduction 
by some member states, identified 
by oil sources as Iran, Libya and 
Nigeria. All three want increased 
ceilings to offset underproduction 
by other members, including Saudi 
Arabia and Iraq. 


Russia opposes pope’s visit to. Polan 


MOSCOW. — The Soviet Union 
yesterday came out in opposition to 
Pope John Paul II's proposed visit 
to Poland this summer. Quoting an 
article in the Bratislava newspaper 
Pravda, the official Tass news 
agency said: “The visit of Pope Wo- 
jtyla will only be possible when calm 
prevails in the country and the con- 
ditions are available for ensuring 
the necessary security.”

Ling Ling the panda may be pregnant 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — Officials 
at the National Zoo are hopeful that 
nature has finally taken its course 
and that Ling Ling, one of two giant 
pandas at the zoo, is pregnant. 

The panda house, one of the zoo's 
most popular attractions, will be 
closed to the public on Tuesday to 
give Ling Ling some privacy — just 
in case she is pregnant. 

Ling Line and a male panda, Hs- 
ing Hsing, were donated by China 
as a goodwill gesture when former 
president Richard Nixon reopened 
relations with China in 1972. : 

Over the years, zoologists made 
repeated unsuctessful attempts to 


arrange a match between Hsing Hs- 
ing and Ling Ling that would 
produce a cub. But Hsing Hsing 
proved an inept suitor. 


Ling Ling was artifically in- 


seminated by veterinarians at the. 


National Zoo in March after what 
was believed to be Hsing Hsing's 
latest failure at fatherhood, 


But it is difficult to determine 
whether Ling Ling is pregnant up 
until just before birth, because the 
giant bears weigh only four to five 
ounces at birth. If Ling Ling is preg- 
nant, she would give birth about five 
months after impregnation. 


KUALA LUMPUR (Reuter). — A 
Malaysian minister was charged 
yesterday with the murder of a 
prominent member of Malaysia's 
main political party during the run- 
up to general elections last April. 
Datuk Mokhtar Hashim, 40, 
minister of culture, youth and 
sports, was arrested early yesterday 
morning at his home. Considered 
one of Malaysia's most promising 
young leaders, he faces 2 mandatory 
death sentence if convicted. 
Datuk Mokhtar and four other 
people were charged with the 


murder of Datuk Mohammed Taha 
Talib, 55, speaker of the assembly of 
the southern state of Negri Sem- 
bilan. Datuk Mohammed Taha was 
found dying with gunshot wounds 
outside his home on April 14. This 
was the first political killing in 
Malaysia since it won its in- 
dependence from Britain in 1957. 

Accused with Datuk Mokhtar 
were two businessmen, Mohammed 
Nordin Johar, 33, Aziz Tumpik, 53, 
village headman Rahmat Sukiman 
and Aziz Abdullah, a self-employed 
worker. 


Italian government wins vote of confidence 


ROME (UPI). — The Italian Senate 
gave the one-year-old government 
of Prime Minister Giovanni 
Spadolini a vote of confidence on 
the government’s economic 
programme yesterday. 

Spadolini has come under 
criticism for a deficit of about $7.

A year ago, the prostitutes got 
$50-$250 for their services, but since 
martial law curtailed the number of 
foreign tourists, the current rate is 
about $50, still much higher than 
the average of $108 per month 
which most Poles earn.

Although most Western states 
have accorded the PLO some type 
of recognition as a result of such 
pressure from Arab governments, 
the Communist world and some 
Asian and African states have done 
80 more because they identify the 
“struggle for Palestine” as part of 
the “socialist struggle against 
colonialism and imperialism.” 

The Soviet Union and China have 
been the principle backers of the 
PLO in terms of arms, aid, training, 
and diplomatic support. Ahmed 
Shukeiry, the first PLO chairman, 
visited China as early as 1965 and 
signed a military and diplomatic ac- 
cord. The PLO had only been 
founded in Cairo the previous year. 

Arafat, then only the leader of 
Fatah, visited Peking in 1964. China 
was the first country to grant the 
Palestinians recognition as a 
“people.” 

Soviet support for the PLO came 
much later, in 1970. The Soviet 
Union had to realign its conflicting 
Middle Eastern interests. The 
Soviet expulsion from Egypt, and 
the general setback the USSR suf- 

. fered in the Middle East made the 


PLO an attractive body through 
which it hoped to regain its lost 
position. 

In ideological terms the PLO is 
closer to China than to the Soviet 
Union. Peking has never recognized 
the State of Israel, while Moscow 
has. Furthermore, Moscow views a 
Palestinian state as one limited to 
the West Bank and Gaza. 

_ But in tertns of military and finan- 
cial aid, the PLO has benefited far 
more from Moscow than from Pek- 
ing. The Soviet Union granted the 
PLO office in Moscow embassy 
status last October. ᾿ 

The PLO maintains offices also in 
Bulgaria. East Germany, Hungary, 
Yugoslavia, Poland, Czechoslovakia 
and Rumania. 


IN ASIA most of the Moslem states, 
including Pakistan, have recognized 
the PLO. India, which recently en- 
dorsed the Fahd plan, supports the 
PLO, and Arafat has made a 
number of official visits to Dethi. 
The communist states of North 
Korea and Vietnam have also 

σπὶ the PLO. Japan express- 
ed support for the PLO fast’ year. 
fallowing a visit to Tokyo by Arafat. 


{n Africa, the diplomatic rupture 
with Israel in response to Arab pres- 


sure was ostensibly a reaction to 
Israeli occupation of Sinai, the ter- 
ritery of an African country. Ac- 
tually the Palestinian issue itself has 
entered African ‘politics, with 
Africans being urged by the Arabs 
to identify Israel with South Africa 
and the PLO with African freedom 
fighters. 

The meeting of the Organization 
of African Unity in Liberia in 1979, 
for example, expressed strong sup- 
port for the Palestinians. 

In Latin America, things have 
gone less well. There are only four 
PLO offices in the continent, those 
in Cuba, Nicaragua, Mexico and 
Peru, and the last two have not ac- 
corded the PLO diplomatic satus. 

Other Latin American govern- 
ments, including the ones in 
Ecuador, Columbia and Guatemala, 
despite Arab pressure, have not al- 
lowed the PLO to open offices. 

The PLO has offices in mosi West 
European capitals, It has been 
recognized by Austria, Belgium, 
Greece, France, Sweden. and 
Turkey. Other countries, such as 
Italy where 300 members of parlia- 
ment recently signed 2 motion 
favouring PLO recogaition, are not 
far from formal recognition of the 
PLO. 


THE U.S. position is that it will not 
recognize or negotiate with the PLO 
so long as the PLO does not 
Tecognize Israel's right to exist. 
Over the last ten years, however, 
the U.S. has come to recognize the 
Palestinians as being @ national en- 
tity. 

Tn 1974, at the end of the meeting 
between Nixon and Brezhnev, a 
joim. communique said that a Mid- 
dle East peace should take into uc- 
count the “legitimate interests of 
the Palestinian people.” In 1977, 
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President Carter included a 
“homeland” for the Palestinians as 
an element of peace in the Middle 
East. 

Although during the election 
campaign, and the initial post- 
election period, Reagan identified 
the PLO as “terrorists” and “Soviet 
proxies.” his pasilion has come 
round to where Carter Jelt off. Like 
the three previous U.S. administra- 
tions, the present one maintains a 
“business as usual” approach to the 
PLO, with low-level contacts 
through the CIA and the U.S. Em- 
bassy in Beirut. 

European leftists are better 
Organized and more powerful than 
those in the U.S. Pro-Palestinian 
groups‘ exist in Britain, France, 
West Germany, Sweden, Italy and 
the Netherlands. The Socialist 
International had a meeting in 1979 
between Arafat, Bruno Kreisky and 
Wiliy Brandt, despite the strong 
protests of the Israeli Labour Party. 


ALTHOUGH IT IS early to 
speculate, one must remember that 
while diplomatic recognition is a 
slow process, it is also not lost 
quickly. There may well be govern- 
ments that will continue to see the 
PLO as a potential political force, 
even though they know that 
militarily the organization is spent. 

There are at the moment, indica- 
tions that the PLO's international 
support may be on the wane. The 
Arab world itself faited to come to 
the rescue of the PLO during the 
Israeli action, apart from token 
Syrian involvement. 

The Soviet reaction was zlso 
significant. It treated the PLO dis- 
aster with indifference and ac- 
corded it Jow priority in the Soviet 
media. 

israeli actions were labelled as 
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aggression, but with no practical 
implications during the first. ten 
days of the invasion. At the UN, it 
was reported that some African and 
Latin American delecates could not 
hide their admiration for the Israeli 
action and the ritualistic Third 
World soiidarity failed to 
materialize. 

At fast month's EEC meeting, 
Holland and West Germany ob- 
jected to explicit support for a 
“Palestinian state,” as well 2s to any 
mention of the PLO in the final 
communique. 

Pope John Paul HH. in his strongest 
endorsement of the Palestinians so 
far, said last month thai the Palesti- 
nians have a right to a “homeland.” 

He has often spoken out, saying 
that the Palestinians are entitled to 
ἃ permanent home and has used the 
falian word terra, meaning land. 
This time he used the word patria. 

The future international position 
of the PLO depends heavily on the 
Political reactions of the PLO anc 
Israel to the new situation. If the 
PLO sets up a government-in-exile, 
as Egvptien President Hosni 
Mubarak has suggested, many of its 
diplomatic gains in recent years are 
likely to be salvaged. But this would 
entail a radical ideological change 
within the Palestinian movement. 
The grass-roots of that movement 
see themselves as revolutionaries 
Sighting a people's war, and not as a 
government structure. 

Tf, as a result of the defeat of the 
PLO in Lebanon, a vacuum is 
created, Israel has the opportunity 
to help create an alternative Palesti- 
nian leadership in the administered 
territories by offering autonomy to 
the inhabitants. Then, perhaps, the

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England suggest changes to rules 


LONDON (Reuter). — Three 
revolutionary major changes to the 
rules of soccer were approved in 
principle by Engiish Football 
League clubs recently in an effort to 
make the game more entertaining. 

The changes will have to be ap- 
proved by the International Foot- 
ball Federation (FIFA) which will 
consider them later this month. 

A special advisory committee 
recommended firstly that penalties 
be awarded for so-called “profes- 
sional fouls,” such as grabbing a 
player or tripping him, outside the 
penalty area, when he has a clear 
chance of scoring. 


The committee aiso proposed 
that passing back to the goalkeeper 
from outside the penalty area 
should be against the rules. Further- 
more, no player should be judged 
off-side if he receives the ball direct 
from a goalkeeper's clearance from 
inside the penalty arca. x, 

Other suggestions not requiring 
rule changes would include giving 
greater power to referees to 
eliminate time-wasting by 
goalkeepers holding the ball for too 
long. players taking the ball to the 
corer flag or attempting to gain 
ground by throwing in the bail at the 
wrong place.

West Germany win 
by luck and pluck

Somebody up there must love the 
West Germans. Never in the history 
of the World Cup soccer tourna- 
ment has so poor a team got 
through to the finals almost entirely 
due to incredible luck and the fol- 
lies of other teams. 

On Thursday night they somehow 
or other beat gallant France, a far 
superior team, in a match 
dominated almost throughout by 
the French, who played dazzling 
soccer against the pedestrian, slow 
and heavy Germans. Unfortunately 
for France. they had one major 
weakness — their goalkeeper Jean 
Luc Entori was light years behind 
German Toni Schumacher as a 
custodian. 

The first goal was entirely due to 
an error of his. instead of catching a 
shot by Klaus Fischer in the 18th 
minute, he pushed the ball with Gal- 
lic courtesy on to the waiting foot of 
Pierre Littbarski, who rammed it 
home. 

In the 27th minute, France was 
awarded a penalty when Bernd 
Foerster grabbed hold of Domini- 
que Rocheteau. Michel Platini put 
his shot into the goal. But, 
throughout the match, the rugged 
German defence, often completely 
outwitted by Rocheteau, Platini and 
Alain Giresse, somehow managed 
to stop the French at the last critical 
moment, or the Frenchmen just 
missed with their shots. 

So the first 90 minutes ended in a 
1-1 draw. 

Immediately after the start of the 
extra 30 minutes, Marius Tresor put 
France in the lead, and, six minutes 
later, Giresse made it 3.1 with a 
tremendous and unstoppable 
driver.

ALICANTE. — Poland came from 
behind with three goals in six 
minutes and went on to beat France 
3-2 (2-1) last night for third place in 
the World Cup. 

After a 13th minute goal for 
France by Rene Girard, the Poles

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Wresting victory from defeat 
THE WAR IN BEIRUT goes on as diplomatic efforts to bring about 
the total evacuation of the PLO leadership and its 7,000 odd armed 
men from West Beirut entered their fourth week. But despite 
repeated reports during the past few days that an agreed formula 
which would conclude the last chapter of the war in Lebanon was 
within reach, there is still no sign of a near solution. 
* Unconfirmed reports last night went as far as mentioning August I 
as the deadline for the final PLO withdrawal from Beirut set by U.S. 
special envoy Philip Habib, That would mean three more weeks of 
suffering for the beleaguered civilians in the western part of 
Lebanon’s capital, most of whom do not dare to leave their homes for 
the safety of East Beirut lest they be taken over by PLO terrorists. 
Given the daily intermittent artillery and Katyusha exchanges bet- 
ween the PLO and the Israel army, which are often started by the 
PLO, that would also mean many more casualties on both sides. The 
PLO is obviously fighting from its last stronghold, sheltered as is its 


wont 


innocent civilians, in an attempt to improve conditions for 


its final withdrawal from Beirut. The fate of the several hundred 
thousand strong civilian population which will suffer most in the 
course of this senseless fighting is of little concern to the PLO. 
What is of major concern for the PLO is its aim to wrest political 
victory from utter military defeat, no matter at what cost in human 
lives. Hence its demand to maintain both a political and military 
presence in Lebanon, even after its withdrawal from West Beirut, 
which apparently still stands despite earlier reports to the contrary. 
The PLO's main ally in these efforts appears to be France which 
has emerged as its major champion, outdoing even the PLO's 
* traditional supporters in the Arab and Soviet camp. French Foreign 
Minister Claude Cheysson stated only five days ago at the French 
National Assembly that the PLO had agreed to “cast aside its military 
role and become only a political force.” Paris seems even more en- 
couraged in its role on the side of the PLO, now that the U.S. is 
seeking the involvement of French troops, fogether with its own 
Marines, to give a semblance of an international force to the 
military contingents which are to supervise the final evacuation of 


the PLO from Beirut. 


To make things worse, France seems to be insisting again 
together with the PLO, that such an international force should 
Operate under the auspices of the UN. The fact that the French 
paratroopers who now serve with UNIFIL in South Lebanon could 
easily be moved up north to take up positions in Beirut should cer- 
tainly not mean an extension of the unfortunate experience Israel 
had with this particular UN peace-keeping force. 

Were it not for the continuous acceptance of PLO incursions into 
UNIFIL-controlled territory in South Lebanon, the present war in 
Lebanon may never have come about. To suggest now a similar set-up 


for West Beirut can only be 


as a futile attempt to rescue the 


remnants of the PLO, despite its utter defeat. 
But what seems most despicable in the French attitude is Paris’ 
ictal ignering of ane of-the.most Francophi! Arab comraunities --- 


Lebanon’s Christians, who: are 


the real victims of the PLO's-usurpa- 


tion of a country which was once one of the pearls of the Middle 
East. Christian Phalange Jeader Bashir Jemayel, in a letter to Presi- 
dent Mitterrand, has now taken the French to task for their dual 


morality, : 


If France wants to rescue the PLO from its present fate, it cannot 
be allowed to do so under the guise of an impartial force which is sup-_ 1 
posed to supervise the total evacuation of the Palestinian terrorists ἡ 
from the Lebanese capital. For who could then guarantee that all 
those who are supposed to leave Lebanon will indeed be evacuated, 
even if this task will be shared between French paratroopers and 


American Marines. 


If the war in Lebanon had to assume the dimensions which brought 
Israel troops deep into Beirut, let the people of Lebanon at least 
benefit from this war and free themselves totally from the reign of 
terror which was their fate for the past seven years without undue 


French interference.

And in the process, we are 
weakening our army and population 
— and strengthening our numerous 
foes — by protest demonstrations. 

It has become increasingly clear 
over the years that the PLO is the 
centre of a cancerous growth which 
has metastasized all over the world. 
Ail terrorists belicve that their aims 
can best be achieved by violence 
and intimidation: their aim is to im- 
pose their will by force, as an aler- 
native to persuasion, negotiation 
and agreement. 

In so far as Israel is concerned, 
the PLO has defined its goal as 
“frustrating Zionism and reac- 
tionary and imperialistic designs.” 

The Soviet connection with inter- 
national terrorism is unmistakable, 
To be sure, the Soviets did not 
produce the movement, but they 
were quick to realize its potential 
for furthering their long-term plans 
in accordance with their global 
strategy, 


TERRORISM IS of course, an- 
tithetical to democratic values. Peo- 
ple do not count. The aim of the ter- 
rorist ix to destroy the faith of 
citizens in the capacity of their 
governments to protect them. 
Ultimately his aim is to destroy 
democratic institutions. 

"Israel's representatives have been 
warning the world of this steadily 
advancing peril. While the PLO has. 
penetrated the international arena 
and world capitals, Israel has 
never tired of pointing out that 
peace in this region will never be 
possible, as [ong as the PLO can aim 


᾿ g gun at any Arab who might wish to 


talk peace with us. Not only can the 
various Israeli projects for 
autonomy and progress towards a 
political solution never reach the 
point of serious debate, but even 


Egyptian plans for the Palestinians 
will never get off the ground if 
anybody who supports them, from 
President Sadat on down, will be 
ruthlessly assassinated. 

‘The leader of this gang of thugs, 
Yasser Arafat, when interviewed by 
one of the outstanding journalists of 
our time, Oriana Fallaci, did not 
even attempt to conceal his inten- 
tions. “We don't want peace. We 
want war ‘victory. Peace means the 
destruction of Israel and nothing 
else.” 


IN FRUSTRATION bordering on 
despair, Israel in 1979 held an inter- 
national conference on terrorism in 
Jerusalem (under the auspices of 
the Yonstar Institute) to which 
came statesmen, thinkers, historians 
and news analysts from all over the 
free world, They all expressed the 
gravest concem over the ever- 
spreading peril, and poured their 
wrath out on countries that, in 
amazing short-sightedness, are get- 
ting softer and softer on terrorism, 
but all they could do in practice was 
to issue a call for “ἃ firm stand." 


Firm indeed! Since that con- 
ference on terrorism, the PLO has 
managed to spread its tentancles 
into dozens more international 
bodies, One of the statements made 
at the conference deserves to be 
mentioned. George Bush, now vice- 
president of the U.S., said: 

“As nations continue to sub- 
stitute nuclear power for oil, we are 


faced with a possibility of a new. 


form of terrorism — that of nuclear 
blackmail. We may find ourselves 
one day being blackmailed by ter- 
rorists, not holding.five, ten or a 100 
hostages, but theatening actions 
that could result in the death of 
hundreds of thousands of our 
citizens...Each individual nation 
must begin to formulate its own 
programmes to prevent the horrify- 
ing threat.” ᾿

The 
centre was not dreary, far from it, 
only dreadfully hot as we all 
crowded in to listen to a mest 
impressive report by the young 
woman directing the activities 
there. 

Secondly, in the evening, at Kfar 
Giladi, we were addressed by the 
Deputy Chief of the Air Force, 
Colonel Bin Nun, who gave us the 
best commentary on the operation 
heard this far, Gershon Peres only 
accompanied us on one leg of the 
trip and tried to give us the average 
Isragli’s point of view. 

Thirdly, in Nabatiye, as at 
Beaufort Castle, we were briefed by 
the officers in charge, and while it is 
trae that the soidiers were friendly 
and we were hungry, we were not 
teduced to scrounging around for 
handouts.
